Ii any person shall willally disturb,
interrupt or disquiet any assembly or
congregution of people met for religious
worehip, whether in the house or in the
open air * * by making an un-
neceasnry noise, within the piace where
| such meeting is held, or 8o near it as to
disturb the order or solemnity thereof,
# # guch person, upon conviction
thereoi shall be puniched by imprison-
went in the connty jail not less than one
month nor more than gix months, or by &
fine not less than $10 nor more than $200

It is probable the boys did not willfully
disturb the meeting, but the result was
jnst as nanpleasant, whether done inten-
tionally or not. Itis to be hoped there
will be no further occagion fer comment
in this matier and the revival mweetings
be undistorbed. If otherwise, Tax

Our Water Works. |
: |

In s conversation this alternoon, Supt. |
Norman of the water works comuented
upon the great snceesa that had attended
| the putting in of metres. One of the
chief troubles the commission had to
contend with wag the wastage of water

| August 1st ten metres had been put in,

by people allowing the pipes to remain
open when Lhere was no use for it. On
gince which time the nomber was in-
creased to twelve. The success bus been
greater than the most eanguine anticipa-
ted. The wastage has stopped to eunch
an extent that the reservoir is full and
has been ever since the placing of the
metres. The high pressure has been
used continoously, which condition
never was possible to exist during pre-
vions enmmers. Mr. Norman estimates
that the people wasted as much water
as the amount necessary for use. BMore
meters have been ordered. The rate
charged for water is now as follows:
From 1000 to 25,000 gallons, 30 cents per
month ; from 25,000 to 50,000 gallons, 25 |
cts per month; from 50,000 te.lf]{},O{\O|
gallong, 20 cta per month; from 100,000 |
to 200,000 gallons, 12}{ cts per month; |
over 200,000 gallons, 10 etz per month. |
As compared with the rate charged in
Portland, our rate is cheaper on amounts |
over 100,000 gallons. |

In Portland the
charge on such amounts is 156 cts for|
each 1000 gallons, while in The Dalles |
the rates are 1215 and 10 cte per thous- |
and gallons. The change will be a wel- |
come one to citizens who are interested
in seeing the efficiency of the water
works increased. We have a good sys-
tem, wigely managed by an able com-
mission and efficient superintendent.
There can be mo doubt but that Mr.,
Normen is the right man in the right
place. R
